KILLED BY THRESHING MACHINE 


The latest reports from the big 
steamship IndravelU which ran full 
speed on the rocks at Kellet's Bluff. 
Henry Island, yesterday morning, are to 
the effect that the vessel Is very ser¬ 
iously damaged, nearly forty feet of 
her hull resting on a ledge of rock at 
low water and her forward hold hav¬ 
ing fourteen feet of water In It. These 
particulars were brought to the city 
by the steamship Bermuda this morn¬ 
ing and the news shatters the hopes 
which were entertalhed of the Indrav- 
elll being towed off the rocks and 
brought to Esquimau- to-day. Divers 
report that there is a large hole In the 
hull below the- water-line while the 
stem Is buckled and torn for several 
yards. It was thought last night, be¬ 
fore the divers had completed their 
work, that the steamship might he 
floated at high tide this morning, but 
It appears probable at the present time 
that a coffer-dam will have to be 
built up inside the bows and a false 
bottom placed In the forward hold be¬ 
fore the IndravelU can be floated off. 
The stean^hlp Is not In any Imme¬ 
diate danger but It is feared that she 
may swing broadside on to the rocks 
should a heavy wind spring up. Al¬ 
though the tldp at the point where the 
s’eamshlp Is lying Is very strong. It Is 
believed that the rocks will hold her 
f-rm swinging. 

Tbe^e Is no anchorage where the 
IndravelU Is hung up and the steep 
i"' p ks of the bluff do not offer any 
bold for a cable to steady her. Every 
effort is being made by the B. C. 8a I- 
roge Company’s crew on the Salvor to 
ret the steamship In a condition to 
Host her. but there Is a slight possi¬ 
bility that should a heavy wind come 
t»p the salvage work will be rendered 
most difficult if not almost impossible. 

The only explanation of Capt. Cul- 
Ungton's action In proceeding up to 
Haro Straits on his way to Vancou¬ 
ver without calling at quarantine Is 
that he was ignorant of the existence 
of William Head station. His explan¬ 
ation In regard to the pilot Is that he 
whistled ofT this port for four hours 
on Monday night and. finding no boat 
put ofT to him. tried do make the Ter¬ 
minal City on the strength of his 
charts.

That British Columbia has become a 
strong point of attraction to the In¬ 
vesting world there are constantly re¬ 
curring evidences. And this Is per¬ 
haps particularly so with respect to 
timber. Numerous instances have been 
noted In recent months of the stir 
which is going on among monied men 
to secure interests In the timber' pos¬ 
sessions of the province. 

In this connection a Times reporter 
waa permitted last evening to become 
acquainted with W. E. Simpson, who, 
on behalf on himself and others, or¬ 
ganized as the North American Timber 
Company, and invested many thousand 
dollars In the timber lands of the coast. 
Mr. Simpson has been on the Island for 
several months, glvlng'fDersona] inves¬ 
tigation to Investments for his com¬ 
pany. It is said that he has secured 
Immense holdings, about two-thirds of 
which are situated on Vancouver Isl¬ 
and, and that the initial outlay of the 
company for standing timber will flgyre 
past the hundred thousand mark. 

Mr. Simpson says that his plans for 
the future are not yet fixed. He has 
been here to look for good timber, anc^ 
he succeeded In finding It. The ulti¬ 
mate disposition of their Investment 
vflll be determined by the directors of 
the company, and will probably not be 
seriously considered before next spring. 
The probability was suggested, how¬ 
ever. that a large mill plant will be In¬ 
stalled on Vancouver Island, and that 
before the coming summer Is past the 
Investment of the company here will 
have approached three-quarters of a 
million dollars, or more. 

Mr. Simpson Is a prominent banker 
of Iowa Falls, and his associates In¬ 
clude some of the strongest financial 
men of the state, a number of whom 
are practically associated with the lum¬ 
bering Industry. He left for Iowa last 
night, and will return to Victoria some¬ 
time In December.

In commenting briefly on this Subject 
the old gentleman suggested grimly 

that the over-ambitious desire of the 
present government to Inaugurate & 
special protectorate over the rights of 
the province—a catching phrase in it¬ 
self—might lead to the hooking up of a 
load, which the people would wish to 
have cut from the Une. For instance, 
he pointed out that this question of 
rights might bring with It a more un¬ 
pleasant question of obligation and re¬ 
sponsibility. The fisheries of British 
Columbia—other ‘than the catching of 
salmon—were practically undeveloped, 
and with their rftowth there would 
come considerations, which had much 
better be left to the federal power. For 
example, he pointed to the long shore 
fisheries on the Canadian Atlantic 
coast, and the vexatious problems 
which had developed for their preserva¬ 
tion. One of the destructive elements 
of the Atlantic Industry was the dog¬ 
fish and shark, which Invaded the coast 
waters In such numbers that the very 
existence of the longshoreman was 
threatened. The question of discover¬ 
ing a means whereby the destruction 
of these pests might be carried on 
profitably by the fishermen, had there 
become one'of the serious problems of 
the day. Establishments had \peen 
created by the Dominion government 
for converting the dog-fish Into fertil¬ 
izers; that is the fishermen within 
working distance of these establish¬ 
ments had a place where they could 
find a market for the dog-fish, which 
swarm the banks In such abundance, 
that the cod and other commercial fish 
are driven from the lines. But these 
ventures, for one reason or another, 
had not proved commercially success¬ 
ful. and recently a fishery expert in 
Cape Breton. John P. Joy, had sug¬ 
gested that a reasonable bounty be paid 
for the tnouts of the dog-fish and 
sharks, as the only means of further¬ 
ing their destruction and preserving 
the longshore Industry to the province. 
This would involve, for a period at 
least, a heavy expenditure of money, 
and the local government there, had 
not yet seen, so far as he know, the 
desirability of any particular aggressive 
assertion of provincial rights In the 
matter.

The child lived with her parents at 
Moodyvllle, and on Saturday she was 
sent to North Vancouver with orders 
on some stores. The orders were not 
filled, and the child was at once 
searched for. The provincial police 
and the whole town was searched all 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday and to-day. 

The police have gone to North Van¬ 
couver from thla city, but so far no 
arrests have been made.

American Arrested In China For Ex¬ 
tradition Breaks Jail and Flees.

David Burnett, of East Sooke, brother 
of William Burnett, the stage driver, 
attempted suicide this afternoon at 
Parson’s Bridge by shooting himself 
with a rifle. He was conveyed In an 
automobile to the Jubilee hospital, 
where he lie between life and death. 

The attempt of Burnett on his own 
life was witnessed by at least three 
persons, one of whom, Miss Luckey, 
was the object of Burnett’s attentions. 
It is believed that it Is the result of 
her refusal to reciprocate his affections 
that the act was performed. 

The two other witnesses were Messrs. 
Dan Campbell, qf the Coiwood hotel, 
and Sam Heatherly, of Sooke Lake. 
The two men were driving to town 
shortly after noon when they saw 
Burnett with his rifle In hand stand¬ 
ing beside the Luckey homestead which 
adjoins the old and now disused black¬ 
smith shop, near Pafgon’s Bridge. As 
they came In sight Miss Luckey. a 16 
or 17 year old girl, rushed out and 
snouted to hurry to stop that man 
from killing himself. 

Campbell and Heatherly jumped out 
of the rig and ran towards the man. 
who passed up the hillside a short dis¬ 
tance and then deliberately placing the 
barrel of his gun on a rock dhd point¬ 
ing the muscle at his heart struck the 
trigger with a stick. The bullet en¬ 
tered the body a little to the right of 
the heart, and It Is feared that It has 
pierced his lungs. 

A hurry call to the provincial police 
brought Superintendent Hussey. Ser¬ 
geant Murray and Dr. J. B. Helmcken 
quickly to the scene, and the unfortu¬ 
nate man was rushed tb* the Jubilee 
hospital, where he is now receiving 
medical attention. 

Burnett is about 24 years of age. and 
the young girl who was the object of 
his attentions, stated that he had pre¬ 
viously threatened to take hip life, but 
that she had always till then been suc¬ 
cessful In dissuading him from doing

Washington. D. C., Nov. 13.—In an¬ 
swer to one of the numerous protests 
which have been received at the 
White House against the new gold 
coins which have been coined without 
the words "In God We Trust/’ Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has written a letter 
which he to-day made public. 

The letter says In part: "When the 
question of the coinage came up we 
looked.into the law and found there 
was no warrant therein for putting ‘In 
God we trust’ on the coin*. As the cus¬ 
tom, although without legal warrant, 
had grown up, however, I might have 
felt at . liberty to keep the Inscription 
had I approved of its being on the 
coinage, but as 1 did not approve of 
It I did not direct that it should again 
be put on. Of course the matter of the 
law is absolutely in the bands of con¬ 
gress. and any direction of congress In 
the matter will be Immediately obeyed. 

"At present, as I have said, there is 
no written law for the Inscription. My 
own feeling In the matter la due to 
my very Arm cOBYlfitifitt _ tbftt to put 
such a motto on eotns or to use It in 
any kindred manner not only does no 
good, but does positively harm, is In 
effect irreverent which comes dan¬ 
gerously close to sacrilege. A beauti¬ 
ful and solemn sentence suoh as the 
one In question should be treated and 
uttered only with that ’fine reverenos 
which necessarily Implies a certain ex¬ 
altation of spirit. Any use which tends 
to cheapen It and above all A f|K fiff 
which tends to secure its being treated 
In a spirit of levity. Is from every 
standpoint profoundly to be regretted. 

"It is a motto whJoti It is Indeed 
well to have inscribed on our great 
national monuments, on our temples of 
Justice, on our legislative halls, and 
In buildings such tvs those at West 
Point and Annapolis; In short 
wherever It wttl lend tb Inspire a lofty 
emotion In tm>#e who look thereon. 
But it seems to me eminently unwise 
to cheapen such a motto by use on 
coins Just as would be to cheapen 
it by use on postage stamps or v on 
advertisements. As regards Its use on 
the coinage We have Actual experience 
by whlob to guide us. In all my life 
I hwvA'fiever heard any human being 
apeak reverently of this motto on the 
coins, or show any signs of Its having 
appealed to any high emotion In him, 
J?ut I have literally hundreds of times 
heard it used in language of Jeering 
ridicule, which It Is above all things

‘Air Cannons" to Clear the Atmosphere 
—Weather to Order, 


Will M. Demetrio Maggiora’* -air can¬ 
non succeed In permanently ridding 
London of fog*? M. Maggiora proposes 
to place "projectors," or cannon, each 
60 feet long, at various points six miles 
from the Houses of Parliament, and 
then, by shooting at an angle over the 
metropolis, create an atmospheric 
movement which will lift the densest 
fog In twenty minutes. 

"The plans are all ready, and I am 
simply waiting for the decision of the 
public control committee of the London 
county council to determine whether 
or not and when I shall give the first 
test," said M. Maggiora. "I am confi¬ 
dent of success In London. 

"How does the scheme .work? My 
projectors, acting like cannon, have a 
chamber at the base In which & gas 
explosion la caused. This creates a vi¬ 
bration, or concussion. In the air effec¬ 
tive for a distance of six miles. Now 
the cannon ranged at an upward angle 
toward a given point—say, over the 
Houses of Parliament—would create a 
lifting of the lower strata of atmos¬ 
phere. Fog exists simply from lack of 
air movement. Consequently when the 
air current# start the fog wilt rise to an 
altitude where the wind will carry It 
away. This is not theory, but fact, 
often demonstrated at Milan. 

"Under the pressure of the explosion 
the volume of atr Issuing from the 
‘cannon’ attains a rotary movement 
with a speed of over 160 yard* a sec¬ 
ond. and Is capable of attaining a 
height of 4,000 yards, while tie con¬ 
cussion reaches six grilles. 

"From eight to ten" projectors ought 
to be used as a permanent anti-fog ap¬ 
paratus for London, but at first I shall 
use only one. With this I shall be able 
sufficiently to demonstrate the feasibil¬ 
ity of the scheme. Twenty explosions, 
costing 7d. each, will dissipate any fog 
I in 20 minutes.

It seems a pity to allow feeble Incom¬ 
petence to waste nature as Is done In Vic¬ 
toria. No one can imagine in any other 
city in the country such antiquated, 
drifting, methodless conditions as are 
here permitted. It may be due. among 
other causes, to the not uncommon com¬ 
plaisance with which many Victorians

Victoria has a Juvenile court In every 
sense of the word. That Is the opinion 
of al) In this city who have anything 
to do with the youthful criminals who 
are caught breaking the law In this 
city. 

At the meeting of the Women’s 
Council on Monday the following reso¬ 
lution was introduced by Mrs. Jenkins, 
and unanimously passed: 

"Whereas it is not only the right but 
the duty of the state to legislate for 
the best interests of Its children, and 
as the present method of trial of Juve¬ 
nile offenders Is subversive of their 
best Interests, destroying rather thah 
building character: And whereas the 
welfare of the country depends upon 
the character of Its citizens, 

"Be It resolved, that this Local 
Council of Women approach the legis¬ 
lature at Its next session, praying for 
the enactment of a law for the estab¬ 
lishment of a juvenile court, or courts 
where Juvenile delinquents, may be 
tried without the publicity and stigma 
at present attached to such proceed¬ 
ings. 

A Times reporter Interviewed the 
chief of police and other officials and 
inspected the police station with 
the result that he Is convinced that In 
•very sense of the word Victoria has 
a Juvenile offenders court. In order, 
however, that the public may be fully 
satisfied of the fact the following ex¬ 
planation of the chief of police is ap¬ 
pended : 

‘•Whenever possible juvenile offend^ 
ers are- not arrested In the ordinary 
way but are summoned to appear at a 
given hour, at which time the pub¬ 
lic, including newspaper reporters, are 
excluded from the room.

During the present year there have 
been 37 juvenile cases come before the | 
court. As there have In some cases 
been several charges against the same 
boy or boys, the number of offenders 
would probably be about thirty or 
less. Of these twelve were brought up 
for the yduthful escapade of greasing 
the car rails. Only this morning a 
boy was brought up for shooting a gun 
within the city limits and allowed out 
on suspended sentence. This case w^s 
probably the result of the resolution of 
the Women's Council asking that the 
law In this respect be more strictly 
enforced. 

In all, eleven boys have been sent 
to the reformatory during the year, 
three for stealing have been given two 
years; one out of oontrol of the father, 
who was a party to an assault case, 
was given three years; six boys guilty 
of breaking and entering, two years 
each, and one for the same offence, one 
year. 

The provincial reformatory, which Is 
situated near Vancouver. Is really a 
large Industrial school, the boys being 
treated just as pupils In a boarding 
school. There are no bars to the win¬ 
dows. nor Is there even a high fence 
surrounding the lhstltution.

ents^ then their guardian or person 
with whom they live. The greatest 
privacy is maintained as to who the 
offenders are In order that the thought¬ 
less act of a child may not stigmatise 
them In after life. 

“For a first offence, If It Is a venial 
one, the boy, for It Is usually a boy, 
Is let out on suspended sentence, his 
parent or guardian giving bonds for 
his future good behavior.

INDIAN RECORDS. t% * 

Tom Longboat, the Indian runner, so 
rar hss maltttainea th* imputation of 
the aborigines of America for endur> 
ance In a longdistance run. A great 
many people, however, are under the 
impression that the white man cannot 
Stand the strain of a ten to fifty or 
one hundred miles as can the red mau. 
but this Is a mistake, as the racing 
records testify, both In Canada, Great 
Britain and the United States. The 
Indian, with his mechanical trot, as a 
guide through a pathless forest, is 
marvellous in his precision and an- 
durance, and can cover mile after nflle 
through thick bush and over rough 
ground, at*a pace which few white men 
have ever attained, excepting probably, 
some of the embployees of the Hudson's 
Bay Company. The Indian from early 
childhood Is practiced to keep up the 
shambling "trot" through the woods, 
when hunting. They contend that they 
would soon tire out If they hunted 
after the manner of the white man. 

In hla movements the Indian is not 
nearly so graceful running as his white 
| brother, though he generally covers 
more ground in his stride; on snow- 
shoes he is seen to better advantage. 

One of the best Indian runners, who 
has a best world's record for a long 
diatance run was L. Bennett, the fam¬ 
ous "Deerfoot," who ran away from 
everyone In Canada and the United 
States in the early sixties of last cen¬ 
tury. He was said to be of the Mo¬ 
hawk tribe, possessed a powerful phy¬ 
sique, was tall and good-looking, having 
the aquiline nose of the red man 
painted In the novels of Fenlmore- 
Cooper. He was taken to England In 
the spring of 1863 and quickly came to 
tjie front among the greatest runners 
6f the day. He won many races and 
also lost. His two best feats were 
April 3rd, 1863, at Brompton, England, 
when he ran against time 11 miles, 
970 yards In one hour. This was sur¬ 
passed In 1897 by F. E. Bacon, pro¬ 
fessional, at Rochdale, Eng., who ran 
11 miles 1,243 yards In the same time. 
An amateur, W. G. George. July 28th, 
1884, ran 11 mlle»932 yards 9 Inches in 
an hour at London^ England. 

"Deerfoot" the same year ran 12 miles 
in 1 hour. 2 minutes 2 1-2 seconds, and 
^he amateur, S. Thomas, did the same 
distance In 1 hour, 2 minutes, 43 Wc- 
onds. The best 25 mile run. G. Mason.

i'he women were worked to death In the 
country owing to the abnormally high 
prh?en. She hated cheap labor. She 
wanted reasonable labor. As soon as 
the demand was made for reasonable 
labor she said she was met with the 
bogey of cheap labor. The question to 
be faced was what were the needs and 
how were they to be filled? 

She favored the women petitioning 
tho parliaments, asking that the women 
be taken Into consideration In connec¬ 
tion with this exclusion question. 

She felt satisfied that there would he 
a large Influx of the better classes In 
the old land with growing families If 
they could be assured that labor would 
he available for the house and In the 
garden. It was Important, therefore, 
to have reasonable labor. The compe¬ 
tition for settlement wo,uld soon be¬ 
come more acute. She believed that In 
China Itself tho day would come when 
emigration would cease owing to the 
development of the country.

N Winnipeg. Nov. IS.—The dispatch 
from Ottawa announcing that the Hon. 
W. S. Fielding, minister of finance, 
had been conferring wlth # the Canadian 
banks and had eecured assurances 
from them that additional financial re¬ 
sources would be available for movlQg 
the western crop, was news of Inter¬ 
est to-day to grain dealers, wholesiiTe 
merchants and business men generally. 

For the past week strong reports 
have been going east to the govern¬ 
ment from various Interests urging Its 
Intervention to prevent a tie-up. Al¬ 
though none of these emanated - from 
official bodies, they were none the less 
represenatlve of the' business and 
grain Interests of the Canadian West. 
C. C. Castle, the grain commissioner. 
In a communication to the department 
of trade and commerce, the contents 
of which have found their way to a 
Toronto newspaper, drew the attention 
of the government to the fact that the 
export trade was virtually at a stand¬ 
still owing to the money available be¬ 
ing insufficient to move grain cargoes 
from Fort William to the seaboard. 

Mr. Castle was summoned East the 
latter part of last week to consult 
with the government on the situation. 
The government also made Inquiries of 
responsible parties as to the prevailing 
state of affairs. The conference be- ' 
tween Mr. Folding and the hanks fol¬ 
lowed. with the announcement that 
further aid would be forthcoming. 

As to the extent of the aid and the 
manner In which It is to be applied, 
there Is no information as yet, and 
pending It there Is a disposition on the 
part of those In the grain trade to 
await developments before Jumping to 
the conclusion that the situation has 
been adequately met. It Is understood 
that the government was informed 
that In order to get the maximum 
quantity of grain out of the country 
before the close of navigation addi¬ 
tional funds to the extent of from five 
to ten million dollars would be re¬ 
quired. By the co-operation of the 
banks It Is believed this can be done. 

The chief difficulty has been In mov¬ 
ing grain east of Fort William to the 
seaboard. Export has been checked by 
the desire of grain, holders to hold this 
grain, owing to the price for May 
affording them a premium over the 
carrying charges, and the desire to 
ntop this holding of grain for specula¬ 
tive purposes has doubtless been re¬ 
sponsible In large part for the policy 
of the banks. 

Unless financial and transportation 
facilities combine to make It possible 
to move forward to stocks at Fort 
William as rapidly as they accumulate, 
until the close of navigation, which at 
best Is not more than a month away, 
there will be a continuance of the con¬ 
ditions now prevailing In the country, 
which makls it a difficult problem for 
the fermor to turn his grain into 
money. The Winnipeg grain men hope 
that as the result of Mr. Fielding’s 
conference with the bankers the pres¬ 
ent conditions will improve, but.

WO LOST IN SOUND DI8ASTER. 

Two men met death In the waters of 
Puget Sound yesterday morning when 
the steamship Indianapolis, bound for 
Tacoma from Seattle, crashed Into the 
shore launch of the survey ship Ex¬ 
plorer during a dense fog. Ifhe negro 
steward of the launch. George A. Nay¬ 
lor, Jumped from the tiny craft when 
the steel bows of the passenger steam¬ 
ship cut through the hull of the 
lunch, and, striking his head against 
the side of the steamship, sank. The 
engineer of the launch, Joseph Van 
Leeuwen, met a more horrible death, 
for the engine of the small boat ex¬ 
ploded when the Indianapolis struck. 

Two other sailors on the launch 
sprang clear of the wreckage Into the 
water, and were hauled aboard the pas¬ 
senger vessel with ropes. The fatality 
occurred but a few hundred feet from 
the Indianapolis’ berth at Seattle. She 
left at 9 o’clock for Tacoma, and was 
Just turning on her course when the 
launch ran across her bows. Almost 
before the passengers couhl realise the 
danger of the small craft It had gone 
to the bottom and two lives had been 
lost.

CUT A WHALE IN TWO. 

A dispatch from Philadelphia saya 
that a whale was run down and cut In 
two off Cape Hatteras by the steamer 
Admiral Farragut, which has arrived 
here from Jamaica. Capt. Mader, of 
the Farragut, states that on Saturday 
afternoon, when off Cape Hatteras. a 
school of from fifteen to twenty whales 
was seen. He supposed that they would 
disappear by the time the vessel came 
near, but was mistaken. The sharp 
prow of the Farragut cut one about 80 
feet long squarely in two. one half dis¬ 
appearing on the port side and the 
other on the starboard side. 


BARQUE SERVIA LOST. 

Three sailors were drowned when the 
American barque Servia was swept to 
destruction on the rocky coast of Kodi¬ 
ak Island In a terrible gals recently. 
News has reached Puget Sound ports 
of the Servla's loss and of the-rescue of 
twenty-one members of the crew. The 
barque had a valuable cargo. Including 
40,000 cases of salmon. 

The exact date of the disaster has not 
been learned, but It la known that the 
Servia drove ashore during a great 
storm near Karluk, a trading post on 
Kodiak Island. The canvas waa strip¬ 
ped from the yards before she etruck 
and the crew awaited death amid the 
whirling snow and howling wind. When 
the vessel went on the rocks, one man. 
overcome by the cold and driven mad 
by the anticipation of death, Jumped 
overboard to a suicide’s grave. Two 
others were drowned endeavoring to 
get ashore. The remainder of the crew 
managed to escape from the barque 
and. In the morning, obtained assist¬ 
ance for Karluk. 

The men have been taken to Sewtffd 
and will be brought to Seattle shortly. 
The Servia Is well known on Puget 
Sound, having been engaged In lumber¬ 
carrying for a number of years. She 
was owned by the Pacific States Trad¬ 
ing Company, of San Francisco. She 
was built In Bath, Me., In 1880. Length 
284 feet. beam. 41 feet, depth. 18 feet, 
1,788 net tons.

President Falconer’s Address Before 
tha Canadian Club, Toronto. 


IN THE 8UPREME COURT OF BRIT¬ 
ISH COLUMBIA.- 


In the Matter of the Estate of Alfred 
William Holness. Deceased, Intestate, 
and In the Matter of the Official Ad¬ 
ministrator's Act. 


"The Necessity of Breadth In Na¬ 
tional Life” was the subject of a stir¬ 
ring patrlotlo address by President 
Falconer, of Toronto University, at the 
Canadian Club luncheon held a few 
days ago. 

The great Dominion was physically 
broken up and divided. The maritime 
provinces were cut off from Ontario, 
the centre pin, by the great province 
of Quebec, while the great lakes sep¬ 
arated us from the prairie nrovlnces. 
which again were shut out by the 
Rockies from British Columbia. The 
national life, however, a p oca red to 
leap over these natural boundaries, as 
manifested by the great similarity of 
Ideas that existed In all the provlnoea. 

Across the border the racial difficul¬ 
ties were far more pronounced than 
here—conditions of life In Boston were 
of a different character than at St, 
Paul or Seattle. The elements In those 
different cities would not fuse. In 
Canada It was different. Even in Que¬ 
bec the old racial barriers were being 
broken down. 

"I believe,” said Dr. Falconer, "that 
one of the most potential Influences 
for good has been that of Ottawa. It 
has led to a better feeling between the 
United States and Canada. I look to 
a bigger influence emanating from 
there in the future, that will bp foit 
In the remotest districts of the coun¬ 
try.

England, Nov. 12.—The 
speeches made by King Edward and 
Emperor William at the state dinner 
here were formal In tone. They con¬ 
sisted of a reciprocal expression of the 
pleasure the visit afforded, and of a 
mutual desire for the maintenance of 
friendship and peace between the two 

nations. • . 

Emperor William alluded graciously 

to his happy childhood under the walls 
of the grand old Windsor castle, and 
he expressed the earnest wish that the 
close relationship existing between 
the two royal families should be re¬ 
flected In the relations of the two 

countries, and thus confirm the peace 
of the world, Which he said was the 
constant endeavor of King Edward and 
himself. 

At the conclusion of tiie state visit 
at Windsor castle, November 18th. Em¬ 
peror William will spend a fortnight at 
Hlghcllffe castle, at Christ church, 
near Bournemouth, a beautiful se¬ 
questered spot of historic association. 
King Edward, the King of 8paln and 
other royal personages have often 
stayed at Hlghcllffe castle. 

"There is no Intention of discussing 
at Windsor any concrete political 
question,*’ said Herr Von Schoen. 
secretary of the German foreign of¬ 
fice. who is accompanying Emperor 
William on his Majesty’s visit to Eng¬ 
land. 

"Germany and England are In the 
happy position of having no actual 
political questions outstanding, but we 
hope and believe that the Emperor’s 
visit will bring about a renewal of the 
old time affectionate relations be¬ 
tween the two countries. Their rela¬ 
tions have always been correct, but 
this is not enough. There is an in¬ 
creasing desire that they become some¬ 
thing more.

DIAMOND DIVERS. 


SHIPCHANDLERY 


Divers work as diamond diggers In 
South Africa. They work in Icy Cold 
water and black darkness. About three 
and a half miles down the river from 
Klerksdurp a wire rope is stretched across 
the Vaal river from the Transvaal to the 
Orange River Colony side, by means of 
which a large scow is placed in mid¬ 
stream, where the divers descend and 
work in from 48 to 52 feet of water. At 
present they have no light and work for 
three or four hours In cold water and In¬ 
tense darkness. All they are able to do 
at present is tte grope around, Move the 
tig boulders with crowbars and scrape up 
ihe smaller stuff from the bed of the 
river, emptying It into a large ironbouml 
Wire drum, which takes about half an 
hour to fill. ^
